- DEATH MAY COME 
DURING THE DAY 


Admiral’s Condition Slowly De- 
clined During the Night and 
Early Morning. 


GREAT STRENGTH SAPPED 


News of Severe Illness a Year 
Ago Was Not Made 
Public. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—~Admiral 
Dewey’s condition at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning was said by his doctors to be 
“distinctly worse, and it was feared 


he would not live through the day. 

At 12:40 p. m. Drs. Fauntleroy and 
Sheldon issued this statement: 

“The Admiral is slowly sinking. The 
end may come at any time.” 

A statement issued by Dr. Fauntleroy 


at noon said; 
The Admire is slightly worse than 
at the time the first statement was is- 


sued today.’’ 

An earlier bulletin said: 

“Admiral ‘Dewey has slowly declined 
during the night and early morning. 
His lungs are beginning to become af- 
fected. Temperature (by axilla), 102; 
by pulse, 120; respiration, 32. His 
breathing is more labored and his kid- 
neys depressed. Swallowing is very dif- 
ficult and his general condition is dis- 
tinctly worse.” 

The Admi.t! was stricken last Thurs- 
day as he was leaving home for the 
Navy Department, where as President 
of the General Board he has been at his 
desk almost daily during the last 16 
years of his 62 years of service in the 
navy. He collapsed and had to be car: 
ried to his bed. When physicians were 
called they were alarmed, but knowing 
the Admiral’s great recuperative powers 
and his keen aversion to any sugges-

Inquirers were told 
that the Admiral had a cold.

Commission Proposes 2000-Acre 
Tract. Outside City for 
Minor Offenders. —

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A municipal farm, such as has been 

advocated by Director of Public Wel- 
fare Tolkacz, is recommended for the 
reclamation of persons convicted of 
minor offenses, and for drunkards, drug 
users and mental defectives, by the St. 
Louis Commission on Misdemeanants 
in a report sent yesterday to Mayor 
Kiel and the Board of Aldermen. A 
2000-acre tract some distance from the 
city’ is favored. 

The land would cost between $50,000 
and $160,000, and a first appropriation of 
$100,000 with $2,000 a year thereafter 
would be enough to meet the cost of 
buildings, furnishings and machinery, 
the commission estimates.

Foreign Minister Thinks 


Is Open and Failure cf Another Allied 
Offensive Might End the War. 


Door to Settlement Still

BERLIN, Jan. 16. by wireless to Say- 
Ville.—Dr: Alfred Zimmermann, atone 
Foreign Minister, has informed the As- 
zoclated Press that, in his opinion, the 
entente reply to President Wuüson's 
peace note bars the possibility for the 
Present of further German steps to 
bring about peace. In particular, wt 
said, it preeluded any direct announce-”* 
ment by Germany of her peace condi- 
tions in answer to the terms set forth 
in the latest entente note. 

Dr. Zimmerman asserted, however, 
that the answer of the entente to the 
President did not finally and completely | 
close the door to later efforts to peace, 
before one side or the other was com- 
pletely crushed. 

The Foreign Minister, in the course 
of a conversation with the Associated 
Press correspondent, Sunday night, de- 
clared that it was impossible for bim to 
give a more definite statement of the 
peace program of the central Powers 
than that indicated in the declarations 
of Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the 
Chancellor. 

Ententes’ “Big Pregram.” 

“The entente Powers gave out for 
themselves a big program,” said Dr. 
Zimmermann, in answer to a query as 
to his opinion on the note to President 
Wilson. ‘‘What more is there for Ger- 
many to say regarding it?“ 

No that the allies have, to a cer- 
tain extent, outlined their plans,” said 
the correspondents, do you think there 
is any possibility of Germany <declar- 
ing, in some form or other, its program 
for a peace settlement?” 

No,“ replied the Minister. “I think 
we can do nothing more. We cannot 
afford to give the impression that we are 
chasing after peace at all costs. After 
the entente allies have put out this high- 
ly ambitious program, an announcement 
of the finm and moderate German terms 
of peace would by contrast probably be 
interpreted by our adversaries as an in- 
dication of weakness and would be used 
by them to encourage their people to 
fight on. Our people would not under+ 
stand any further effort by us for the 
introduction of peace after the entente’s 
declaration. We have to consider = 
opinion here.” 

Dr. Zimmermann said he 3 ob- 
viously see the advantage from one 
point of view in declaring Gormany’s 
terms and letting the world see: by 
contrast with those to which the En- 
tente Powers have committed them- 
selves the real state of affairs, but 
seemed to be convinced that such ad- 
vantages were not sufficient to af- 
fect the attitude of the entente Pow- 
ers or to outweigh the effect of opin- 
ion in enemy countries of the an- 
nouncement of the terms regarding 
Belgium and the others in this war. 

Entente Reply “Insulting.” 

To the question as to whether he 
saw the possibility of Germany mak- 
ing such a declaration of her inten- 
tions, should a further inquirty from 
the neutral side, for example, by 
President Wilson, de made, the min- 
ister replied critically: 

“But will he make such an inquiry, 
after the entente reply, which in its 
nature is, shall we say, insulting?”

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Official in Charge Says Com- 
pulsion Under Service Bill 
May Never Be@lecessary. 


‘BERLIN, via London, Jan. 16.—Volun- 
teers for Germany's “home army“ are 
many in number and are coming for- 
ward so ateadily that compulsion under 


ithe terms of the civil service law of 


November will not have to be resorted 
to in the future and never may be neces. 
sary, according to Dr. Kurt Sorge, civil 
Chief of Staff in the War Bureau, The 
volume of volunteering is a pleasant sur- 
prise to the officials. 

The country has gradually realized 
that the War Bureau intends to énroll 
civilian workers only by slow degrees, 
so as to disturb legitimate business * 
little as possible. 

Women, though unaffected by the 4 


numbers and the bureau has even had 
to exert a check on the youthful popula- 
tion, so large has been the number 
wanting to leave school in order to work 
in some way for the fatherland, 
Acceptance Percentage Small. 

Only a small percentage of volunteers 
has been definitely accepted so far, but 
the aggregate 18 already large enough 
to release several thousand soldiers 
weekly from interior garrison duty, 
bridge watching service and on posts. 
These soldiérs have been sent into ad- 
ministration districts close behind the 
front and in turn relieve many more 
thousands for active service on the bat- 
tle line. 

According to Dr. Sorge, the opposi- 
tion which the War Bureau antici- 
pated at the start from various 
sources, such as labor unions, has 
failed to materidlize. On the con- 
trary, he says, the unions are aiding 
the civil service plan enthusiastically, 
as are almost all branches of trade. 
Dr. Sorge says that the percentage of 


from week to week and has now dwih- 
died to such an extent that compul- 
sion is not even considered. No fig- 
ures are available as to how many 
recrults Germany May expect under 
the home army plan, but Dr. Sorge 
believes the original estimates of 
2,000,000 to 38,000,000 workers was 
under-guessed, in view of the volun- 
teering and the increasing co-opera- 
tion from all quarters. 

The majority of volunteers is by 
letter and the bureay receives weekly 
thousands of. applications from every 
rank of tha population. 

Mony Upper Class Applicants. 

A notable proportion of the appli- 
cations are from men in the upper 
classes of society, who ask for war 
work regardless of the wages paid or 
at wages far less than their former 
incomes. In accepting volunteers the 
bureau pays the wages customary in 
the district where the volunteer finds 
his new employment and in addition 
supports his family if he has to leave 
it behind him. 

Though its branches scattered over 
the empire the War Bureau is acquir- 
ing a mass of statistics in regard to 
the denne labor force of every 
kind in the/empire and these statistics 
are being put to very practical use. 
& factory in Southern Germany, for 
instance, that needs workmen of a 
special kind can draw on volunteers 
from a northern district. 

Gradually the civil service plan is ac- 
complishing the entire reapportionment 
of labor throughout Germany and vin 
accomplish this, according to Dr. Sorge, 
in increasing degree. Thus, for in- 
stance, the breweries may oxpect to be 
gradually thinned out, as the industry 
slows down because of decreased brew- 
ing materials, and the workers may 
later appear in the leather and metal 
trades. Other trades, such as shoe man- 
ufacturing, which already have been 
suffering because of lack of workmen, 
because of higher wages é¢laewhere, will 
be gradually recruited, s from 
the overfilled ranks of the textile work- 
ers. 

Dr. Sorge is determined, however, that 
the change will be slow and gradual, 
so that business in generai will not be 
unsettled. The only business which has 
any cause to fear being closed up is 
that dealing in luxuries, which may 
have to surrender its workers for more 
useful pursuits. >

JCELANDERS DEMONSTRATE 
METHOD OF SELF DEFENSE 


Spectacular Exhibition of Glima 
Given by Josefsson Troupe 
at the Grand. 

Three Icelanders are giving an ex- 
hibition, at the Grand Opera House this 
week, of what is known as Glima, an 
Icelandic exercise in agility and self- 
defense. This was seen here last spring 
as a circus act. At-the outset it looks 
like a very athletic sort of folk dancing.

The legs 
and back muscles work like powerful 
springs, and he goes over Josefsson’s 
head and upon his own back. Then the 
three assailants are handled at once. 
The exhibition is brief, probably because 
the human spine will not stand a very 
long succession of such falls as Josefs- 
son gives his partners.

All 
these amounts are thrown into one bill 
which is reported to the House in the 
last few days. Members are given no 
opportunity to inform themselves about 
the items and they go through. 

expect to be in a position within a 
short time to inform the committee and 
the members as to the legality of these 
bills. I shall oppose payment of any 
sum in excess of the amount appropriat- 
ed by the last Legislature.

ALUMINUM FROM CLAY 


Paper Adapted to Serve for 
Cloth. and Thread—dZinc 
Takes Place of Copper. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, Jan. 1.—The extent to which 
substitutes and imitations are rampant 
in Germany today form one of the most 
interesting subjects of the now séason- 
able reviews. The “ersatz’’—the German 
word for substitute—is now common not 
only in the line of foadstuffs, but in the 
chemical industry, textiles and metals. 
Though from time to time indications 
of this change in German life have be- 
come known abroad, there have lately 
appeared interesting summaries which 
afford a sharper focus on the situation. 
Some of the items in this development 
are as follows: 

Saltpeter: Before the war Germany 
imported annually over $40,000,000 worth 
ef saltpeter for agricultural and am- 
munition purposes, mainly from Chile, 
and all of this regular supply was lost 
at the outset of the war. Today count- 
less factories in Germany are manufac- 
turing saltpeter, whereas before the war 
there were only a few such experimental 
establishments, and Germaany is now 
able not only to supply the increased 
amount of saltpeter necessary for am- 
munition, Dut also all that is necessary 
for fertilizers. 

Aluminum: Before the war the supply 
of bauxite for the manufacture of 
aluminum had been imported from 
France. The cutting off of this supply 
led German scientists to discover a 


process of aluminum manufacture dy 


electricity from ordinary clay. 

Minerals oils: Caemical experts in the 
German coal fields have discovered new 
ways of extractins oi: from their coal, 
partly relieving the serious condition 


resulting from the cutting off of min- 
‘eral oll imports, which, in 1913 amoynted 


tu $277,000,000. 


Steel Substitute for Rubber 
Rubber: Germany lost practically | 


all of her imports of rubber, and she 
has substituted steel for rubber in 
innumerable cases where rubber had 
been used purely for its elasticity. 
Further, the perfection of the subma- 
rine merchant ship made it possible 
to bring in enough new rubber to mix 
with the old in the creation of a re 
generated or snythetic rubber. The 
supply of this has been developed un- 
til now it is said to be suf@ient to 
last for another eight months. 
Graphite: Ceylon was the exclusive 
source of supply of graphite used 2 


Germany. Since the beginning of tlie 


war shé has been dependent entirely 
upon the inferior Bavarian graphite, 
but werman chemists have been able 
to find a process by which the Bava- 
rian article can be purified to a 97 
per cent standard. 

Rosin: Supplies of this had come 
exclusively from America and Franve, 
but German chemists have now be- 
come able to produce all that is need. 
ed from the German forests, or are 
Able to use as a substitute for rosin 
the by-products of wood and coal. 

Textiles: Paper has been adapted 
in innumerable instances to serve for 
cloth. By using protoxide of sodium, 
sulphite, cellulose and paper, a very 
durable and satisfactory thread has 
been evolved, which, in turn, lends 
itself to the creation of sacks ahd 
bags, girdles, doilies; aprons, working 
garments, wrapping cloth and thread 
and string. The inventors have dis- 
covered a way to give the paper- 
cloth” great resistance to dampness. 
Cellulose has been found to lend it- 
self to the production of guncotton 
when combined with other chemicals, 
and nettles have proved themselves to 
be the source’ of cotton batting, 
thread, yarn, coloring matter and 
even foodstuffs. Dresses and other 
clothes are being manufactured out of 
artificial cotton and wool. Even the 
reeds that grow on the banks of lakes 
and ponds are being used to make 
artificial cloths. 


Zinc Takes Place of Copper 
Copper: Almost the only unsubsti- 


tutable” substance has been copper, but 
there has been found to be plenty cf 
that on hand in German industrial plants 
and elsewhere. In place of the copper 
thus taken by the Government there 
have been installed aluminum and zinc, 
out of which wires and utenstiis of va- 
rious sorts have been fashioned. In 
addition, zinc has been found to do just 
as well as copper in the manufacture of 
a score of articles in every-day use, 
and is a good substitute also for brass 
and bronze. Iron and steel also’ sub- 
stitute satisfactority in dozens of other 


cases, and are now largely used in in- 


stalling apparatus of all kinds in place 
of rubber, copper and brass. Zinc and 
aluminum and <zinced tron find thelr 
use now in switchboards and the like in 
place of marble or slate. 

Foodstuffs: The grain supply of the 


empire, originally not near enough for 


the consumption of 70,000,000 of people. 
has been “stretched” by potato flour. 
And now that the potato crop is al- 
most a failure, potato flour will itself 
be substituted by barley during the aret 
half of 1917.

A Warden 
is needed in the penitentiary who knows how to 
revolutionize the system and develop successfully 
prison industries under State control. 

It is understood that the Painter appointment 
is a temporary makeshift until the creation of the 
Penal Board for the management of State pris- 
ons and reformatories, which will have the power 
to appoint officials. But the work of reorganizing, 
reforming and rehabilitating the penitentiary 
should begin at once, regardless of future un- 
certain measures. Politics should be cut out of 
consideration in appointments of this kind. The 
principal trouble with the present situation-is.pol- 
itics, Since legislative politics seems to have in- 
fluenced Gov. Gardner in this appointment, it is 
to be hoped it will be effective in accomplishing 
the object—the creation of a Prison Board and 
the appropriation of sufficient funds to put the 
prisons and reformatories on a sound basis.

OUR AMAZING GOV. GARDNEBE. 

Isn't there some mistake about the report that 
Gov. Gardner will not ask an appropriation for a 
$7000 garage at the executive mansion, but will 
build a garage at his own expense? 

This is so subversive of all rules on which of- 

fice-holding has been conducted at Jefferson 
City, at least during recent years, that its ac- 
| curacy, must be doubted. The pleasant prior 
practice has been to soak thé State for every item 
of individual cost that could possibly be saddled 
on he public treasury. Private purchases of motor 
cars were made at the same time as purchases of 
State motor cars and the discount divided with 
the taxpayers’ on a 100-to-0 basis, instead of a 
50-50 basis. Even the chaining down of furnil- 
ture in State institutions, has been contemplated 
to prevent its béing shipped to the homes of the 
job holders. If improvements the State is really 
obligated to pay for are to be met from private 
pocketbooks, what is going to become of all the 
delightful legal and illegal grafts and enjoyable 
private snaps? 
It is conceivable that if Col. Gardner had, as 
Governor, made a junket to the San Francisco 
Exposition, he might have paid his traveling ex- 
penses himself, instead of charging up $2943.71 to 
the fund for exhibiting the natural and industrial 
resources of Missouri at the show. 
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Gov. Major’s junket to the San Francisco fair 
cost the State $2948. But wasn’t it worth the mon- 
ey to have him in California even for a few 
days? 
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FOR A BETTER ARBITRATION CODE. 
Ralph M. Easley of the National Civic Federa- 
iton admitted himself, in his article in the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch on the bill for interstate labor 
inquiries prior to strikes, that his showing was 
destructive not constructive. He points out that 
Canada’s similar act has not fulfilled expectation 
in some instances, but suggests no substitute as 
promising. 

But in affirming the paramohntey of the public 
interest over all other interests affected by strikes 
he affirmed the right and duty of the public to 
prescribe reasonable conditions for its own pro- 
tection, not inconsistent with the right and duty of 
the individual. He shows that under voluntary 
arbitration in the United States 275 out of 800 dis- 
putes were amicably settled. The Federal railroad 
arbitration act, which lacks any compulsory fea- 
ture, adjusted 73 out of 74 disputes. 

These figures are set out to indicate that the 
Canadians have made no very wonderful discovery 


fail, however, to establish the worthlessness of the 
Lemieux act, already invoked in 191 disputes in- 
volving 145,000 employes, a considerable number 
for a country of the Dominion's population, even 
though 32,000, or 22 per cent, of the whole number 
persisted in calling 20 strikes, some before, rather 
than after, the award.

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KENTUCKIAN who has been looking into 
the rise and fall of the steamboat business

He has demonstrated his genius 
for it in this terrible war, the bank- 
ruptcy of man, I call it.

Guilbert continued. And she can never 
impose it until she has the vote, until 
she sits in parliament with man. 

“What is a nation? Is it composed of 
men only?. Are there not women in it, 
mothers who make the nation whicn 

men by. their acts of violence destroy? 
Why should not the makers of citizens 
exert their conserving influence in poli- 
tics? I shall urge the women of the 
United States to call upon-their sisters 
throughout the world, to send delega- 
tions to Washington to ask your Presi- 
dent to immortalize himself in history 
by freeing the women of this great na- 
tion and 80 bring freedom nearer to all 
the women of the world.
